STATE HAS FULL POWER.

IT CAN REMEDY ANY WRONG IN- 
FLICTED. 


The Federal Authority Has No Right 


to Interfere in a Matter of Whol- 
ly Local Concern, 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Kentucky 
governorship was to-day decided by the 
United States Supreme Court in the in- 
terest of Beckham, the Democratic gov- 
ernor, affirming the decision of the Ken- 
tucky Court of Appeals. 

This decision puts the Democrats in full 
control of all the state offices, ousting Re- 
publican Gov. Taylor and other Repvb- 
licans, who claimed affice under his ad- 
ministraticn. 

The opinion was handed down by Chief 
Justice Fuller, and the cese was dismissed 
for want of jurisdiction and that the de- 
termination of cases of this character, con- 
tests for state officers, must necessarily be 
settled by the political branch of the Gov- 
ernment. That branch had acted in the 
Kentucky case when the general assembly 
took jurisdiction. 

There was no appeal from the assembly’s 
cecieion, which was favorable to ‘ioebel 
people, which tribunal the chief justice said, 
was always in session. He also said the 
case was purely a state case—that Ken- 
tucky was in the full possession of its 
faculties as a member of the Union, and 
that there was no emergency at this time 
calling for interference. 

After reviewing the facts in 
Chief Justice Fuiler said: 

“It is abviously essential to the indepen- 
dence of the states and to tnelr peace and 
tranquility and their power to_ prescribe 
the qualiticacioas of their own officers, the 
tenure of their officers. the manner of thelr 
election and the grounds on whic the 
tribunals before which and the mode in 
which such elections may be contested 
should be exclusive and free from external 
interference except so far as plainly pro- 
vided by the constitution of the United 
States, and where controversies over the 
election of gtate officers have reached the 
state courts in the manner provided and 
nave been determined in accordance with 
state constitutions and laws the cases 
must necessarily be rare in which the in- 
terference of this court can be properly in- 
voked.”’ 

The chief ,ustice then reviewed the cases 
of Boyd vs. Thayer, Wilson vs. North 
Carolina, Kennard vs. Louisiana, and Fos- 
ter vs. Kansas, and continued:

CITY AUTHORITIES POWERLESS. 


Chinese Refuse to Submit to Innocula- 
tion and Force May Be 
Used. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 21.—The fed- 
eral authorities at Washington have §in- 
structed Dr. Kinyoun, quarantine officer at 
this port, to take charge of measures to 
suppress the bubonic plague which the local 
board of health has declared in existence 
here. What action Dr, Kinyoun will take is 
not yet known. 

The action of the Washington officials is 
thought to be due not to the seriousness 
of the situation, but to the inability of the 
San Francisco authorities to compel the 
Chinese and Japanese to take precautionary 
measures against the spread of the plague 
if it still exists here. 

The embargo on the departure of Chinese 
from the city unless they can show certifi- 
cates of innoculation is still in force. Busi- 
ness in Chinatewn is almost at a standstill. 
The merchants have chosed their stores and 
the Chinese are remaining within doors. 

The Chinese insist that the plague does 
not exist among them and there is no neces- 
sity for innoculation. They will not sub- 
mit to it, and fit will have to be done by 
force, if at all.

SHE IS CHARGED WITH BIGAMY. 


Claims Her Last Matrimonial Venture 
Was Brought About by the Hyp- 
notic Influence of Groom No. 5. 


Special to the Post-Dtspatch. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—At 17 Nettie Ab- 
bey was a belle in Cleveland society, and 
her father, Judge Pearl Abbey, was one 
of the city’s influential citizens and a dea- 
con in the Baptist church which John D. 
Rockefeller attended. To-day she is a pris- 
oner in Brooklyn, charged with bigamy. In 
the interim she has had five gusbands, has 
played a principal role in two elopements 
and has gone through three divorce suits. 

In 1862 Miss Abbey was the life of the 
four hundred of Cleveland society. George 
Schulz, a medical student, took time 
enough from his studies to pay homage to 
the judge’s daughter. One night Miss Ab- 
bey for a lark went riding with a party of 
young people. In a mad moment of youth- 
ful adventure Schulz proposed that Miss 
Abbey desert the driving party and go 
with him and get married. An accommo 
dating minister performed the ceremony 
and they drove back to town to ask for the 
parental blessing. They got. it and the 
young couple settled down. Their happiness 
was short-lived, however, as a divorce 
separated them in about a year. 

(Mrs. Schulz resumed her maiden name 
and went to live with a married sister in 
Cincinnatl There she met James B. Lit- 
tle. Little was a New York man and wags 
traveling in the West on business. They 
were married and came East: For 20 years 
the couple lived in Brooklyn. Along in 
the 80's the fortunes of the Littles began 
to wane and Mrs. Little opened a board- 
ing house. 

While Little was away from the city his 
wife made the acquaintance of Edward 
Vaughan, who boarded with her. There 
subsequently was a divorce proceeding. 
Mrs. Little left Brooklyn and went to Jer- 
sey City with Vaughan, where on Dec. 
25. 1889, they were married. The divorce 
was pending at the time, and three days 
later Justice Bartlett signed Littie’s de- 
cree. E 
Early in the spring of 1890 the Vaughans 
separated. Mrs. Vaughan resumed the 
name of Little and posed as a widow. 

In the summer of 1899 John F. Lonsdale, 
a member of the board of education of 
Bayonne City, N. J.. a deacon of the First 
Baptist Church of that place, a widower 
with four children, the eldest of whom was 
married, needed a housekeeper. Mrs. Littie 
answered an advertisement and secured the 
mae ag Lonsdale married her tn October. 

The husband al- 
leged that Mrs. Lonsdale abused his chil- 
dren. 

Subsequently Lonsdale sued fora divorce, 
alleging that she had gone to live as the 
wife of a man named Dunsmuir. The case 
Was not proved and Lonsdale agreed to 
pay his wife $ a week. 

Mrs. Lonsdale then became a boarding- 
house keeper and recently took the name 
of Johnson. She made the acquaintance 
of a man named Johannes Mason. On May 
9 Mason and Mrs. Lonsdale were married. 
The wife and a son of the minister acted 
a2 witnesses.

Lonsdale met whiie she was keeping board- 
ers carried the news to Lonsdale and he 
secured a warrant, charging his wife with 
bigamy.

H OW many men, do you suppose, are 


in perfect health? 
“Scarcely one-half,’ perhaps you 
say. I tell you, not one 
These men are not actively 
most part.

Let them take violent exercise one day, 
and the next morning they will be stiff 
and sore from head to foot. Let them be 
subjected to some sudden excitement and 
they will flush or turn pale or tremble. 

Do you call all that being in good health? 

I don’t. 

Muscles, nerves and internal apparatus 
are out of gear to produce such results. 

Are you content to remain like that? If 
so, don’t read this lesson. It isn’t intend- 
ed for you. 

Or rather do you say: 

“I'd like to be in sound physical shape; 
but I don’t know how to accomplish it. 
I'm too poor to join a gymnasium; but, if 
you'll teach me how to get well and 
strong, I'll follow your instructions, even 
at the cost of a certain amount of incon- 
venience,”’ 

If you belong to this latter class of 
men, it is to you I'm writing. And when 
you're in good shape once more you can 
say, if you care to: 

“Jim Corbett was my physical instruct- 
err 
In the first place, I'll give you no ad- 
vice that I myself have not tried and 
found to be goud. 

I am supposing you are a Dusiness or 
professional man, or perhaps a working- 
man, 

1 was a bank clerk for years and I know 
how hard it is for a man leading such 
a sedentary life to follow athletics, but 
it isn’t Impossible. 

I did it. So can you. 

Let.me map out your daily program. 

We will suppose you Save to reach your 
place of business by 9. (if earlier or later, 
arrange yourgprogram in the desired hours, 
keeping the same ratio I shall suggest for 
the 9 o’clock basis.) 

Get up at 7. Strip and take up a pair 
of one or two pound dumbbells (no heavier). 
Practice with them, using the regular sim- 
ple motions as described in any manual 
or as the man at the sporting store where 
you buy the bells will show you. Keep this 
up steadily and briskly for fifteen minutes. 

Then stand with legs rigid, bending over 
forward and ‘ouching the floor wit he 
tips of your fingers. You may not be 
to do this just at tirst; but you can very 
soon. Do ‘t five times the first morning, 
increasing by two each day till you get 
to twenty-five. Then keep it at that. 

Bend slowly backward as far as you can 
without straiming yourself; then return 
slowly to an upright posture. Do this the 
same number of times as the forward mo- 


n. 

Next lie flat on your back on the floor, 
vour arms crossed on yvour chest. Rise to 
a sitting posture without bending the legs 
or unecrossing the arms. Then gink back 
and repeat »s often as the bending forward 
and back motion. 

These moves strengthen the whole body, 
notably the stomach, back and legs. 

Then stand up and draw, siawly, a long 
breath, until the lungs are full. Let out 
the breath just as slowly. Repeat this ten 
times. The ftungs are thug expanded, 
cleared of poisonous gases and strength- 
ened. 

Now jump ‘nto a cold bath. Have the 
bath prepared the night before, throwin 
into it two or three handsful of sea salt an 
allowing it to soak all night. This sea salt 
can be bought cheap at any drug store. 
Jump into the bath, wash as quickly as 
you can and jump out again. Then rub 
yourself dry:-with a rough bath towel and 
dress. After bathing drink a glass of water. 

If you nave any heart trouble, let the 
bath be clizotly warmed; otherwise not. 

By the time you reach the dining room 
you will probably be very hungry. 

But eat ligatly. We Americans eat too 
much anyway. A heavy meat breakfast 
is almost as bad for one as no breakfast 
at all. It vlogs the system, causes lassi- 
tude and overworks the stomach before 
that organ is toned up for its daily toil. 

Let your breakfast be somewhat as fol- 
ows

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 21.—Divis- 
ion No. 2 of the Supreme Court to-day de- 
clared unconstitutional the law passed by 
the last legislature known as the “Harry 
Hawes law,”’ to prohibit any person in this 
State fram sending accounts and notes into 
another state to be collected under the laws 
of that state against persons who live in 
this state. The court on the application 
of Judge Thomas B. Harwey of St. Louis 
issued a writ of habeas corpus releasing 
Mrs. Allen Fukes of that city who Was 
prosecuted and finwl and imprisoned for 
garnisheeing the wages of one Heimann 
under the law of the State of Illinois for a 
two months’ baard bill. The agplication 
for this writ was argued before the court 
this morning by Judge Harvey for Mis 
Fukes and Attorney Haberman who prose- 
cuted Mrs. Fukes and who claimed the law 
constitutional. Shortly after the conclus- " 
ion of the arguments, the caurt announced 
that the writ of habaes corpus would :s- 
sue as prayed and that the law would be 
declared unconstitutional in an_ opinion 
to be handed down later by Judge Sher- 
wood, on the ground that it was uncon- 
stitutianal in that it tried to prohibit citi- 
zens of the state from collecting debts 
justly due them from persons living in this 
State and holding positions with corpora- 
tions in another state. 

Chief Justice Gantt in an opinion in 
division No. 2 of the Supreme Court this 
morning affirmed the judgment of the St. 
Louis City Circuit Court, giving Charles 
H. Sawyer, trustee, $3000 against the Wa- 


Mrs. Mary Elkins, whose funeral took 
place Monday afternoon from St. Vincent's 
Catholic Church, Ninth and Barry atreets, 
lived nearly a century in St. Louis, hav- 
ing been born here the year that the Lou- 
isiana Purchase was concluded, 1804. 

Her birth occurred in the homstead of 
the Chenie family, then in the vicinity of 
Fourth and Olive streets. Her mother was 
a slave in that family, but her father, who 
was not a negro, afterwards purchased 
his wife’s freedom. 

Mrs. Elkins’ maiden name was Mary La- 


bouchere, although her friends had gener- 
ally corrupted the pronunciation into Mary 
Pousette. When quite young she married 
and moved with her husband to Pliaque- 
mine, La. He died there after a few years 
and she returned to this city, where she 
lived continuously from that time until her 
death last Friday night. For many years 
she was a cook in the household of Capt. 
Napoleon Mulligan, well known in the ear- 
lier days of St. Louis, being a director in 
the Wiggins Ferry Co. and having other 
large steamboat interests. 

Of late years, she lived with her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Curtis, but when she removed to 
Chicago about a year ago Mrs. Elkins went 
to the home of her nephew, W. H. Berzey, 
1541 South Second street, where she passed 
away, after an illness of a very few days. 

' A sad feature connected with Mrs. Elkins’ 
MAJOR MARTIN MAGINNIS death is that her sister, Mrs. Theresa 
Prince, who is nearly the same age, is dying 
in the same house in which the Berzeys 
reside. She has been ill about two weeks. 
When she was stricken, Mrs. Elkins, de- 
spite her 96 years, insisted on going up- 
Stairs to nurse her sister. The strain was 
too great for the feeble old woman and 
she took to her bed and died as a result of 
her exertions. Mrs. Prince is expected to 
die at any time. She constantly asks for 
her sister and those about the bedside have 
not vet dared to tell her the truth. 

For many years she was employed in the 
family of the venerable Charles P. Chou- 
teau, who attested the esteem in which his 
family held her by paying the rent of the 
rooms she occupied. She was also a nurse 
in the family of Mrs, J. L, D. Morrison. But 
in her earlier days she was employed on 
Missouri River steamboats and made trips 
up that stream ta South Dakota and Mon- 
tana. 

“Mrs. Prince brought me to St. Louis,” 
said Mrs. W. H. Brezey to the Post-Dis- 
patch Monday morning. “I am an Indian, 
a Yankton Sioux. I was born on the Sioux 
teservation at Fort Randail, South Dako- 
ta. My father was the government inter- 
preter these. There were no government 
schools then for Indian children and Mrs. 
Prince made a business, purely out of char- 
ity, of bringing Indian children down here 
to be educated. When I was five years old 
she came up on a steamboat and brought 
me back to St. Louis with her. She sent 
me to echool at Third and Saulard streets. 
She educated other Indian children. the 
same way.”
